Welcome Announcements. 


The recent statement by Premier Bennett in the House of Commons in 
which he outlined the attitude of himself and his Government on the subject 


of reciprocal-trade relations with the United States, and in which he declared 
that the United States was Canada’s natural market, constitutes, not only an 
ainouncement of great interest and importance, but it has the effect of re- 
moving, at least so far as the principle involved is concerned, this particular | 
phase of the tariff question from the realm of partizan politics. Differences 
of opinion as to details of any such trade arrangement may exist or develop 
between the two great political parties in this country, but, so far as tho 
question of the desirability of such an arrangement, it has now been quite 
plain that there is no difference of opinion. 

To all those who feel that the important question of the tariff should, as 
far as possible, be removed from the arena of partizan political controversy, 
this unanimity of view will be most gratifying, as well as a most hopeful 
sign that at no distant date a marked improvement in the trade relations of 
these two great countries, haying so many things in common, and divided 
only by an imaginary boundary line, will be effected. 

Premier Bennett made his momentous announcement when speaking to 
@ resolution moved by a Liberal member, and which was worded as follows: 

“That, in the opinion of this House, it is expedient that the Government 
of Canada re-open negotiations with the Government of the United States of 
America with a view of bringing about a satisfactory reciprocal trade agree- 
ment between Canada and the United States whereby the natural products 
of Canada, that is the products of the sea, the farm, the mines, and the for- 
ests, and includ’ng fish, lumber, wheat, cattle, etc., should have free entry 
into the United States in exchange for the admission of certain goods from 
the United States of America, which in the interests of both countries may 
be admitted into Canada, free from customs tariffs.” 

Almost equal in its importance to Premier Bennett's statement, is the 
announcement contained in press despatches that the new Administration at 
Washington, under the guidance of President Roosevelt, proposes to make 
overtures to the Canadian Government looking to the negotiation of such a 
trade agreement or treaty, if, indeed, such overtures have not already been 


tentatively made. 

Canadians generally will welcome these new developments, and nowhere 
will they be received with greater goodwill, and with sincere hopes that suc- 
cess will attend such negotiations, than in the provinces of Western Canada. 
Unquestionably, the continent of North America is one economic unit, how- 
ever it may be divided politically and nationally. Nature made it so geo- 
graphically and climatically. 

The United States can supply Canada with many things we do not, and 
cannot, produce for ourselves,--cotton, tropical and semi-tropical fruits, 
anthracite coal, many articles of manufacture, to mention only a few items. 
On the other hand, the United States stands in need of enormous quantities 
of other natural products which Canada can supply in abundance, Why, then, 


_ should both countries erect barriers against the natural exchange of such 


commodities to the disadvantage of both? 

Here in Western Canada we can raise tens of thousands of head of 
range, cattle, but we are handicapped in finishing them for market, including 
the Britisp market, and are at a distinct disadvantage in competing with the 
Argentine, But the United States raises enormous quantities of corn for 
feedintg purposes. What is more natural than that Western Canada should 
ship thousands upon thousands of stocker cattle to the corn states to the 
south to be fattened for market? Both countries would profit thereby. 

Why should the Maritime Provinces be forced to look for markets long 
distances inland in Ontario and Quebec, even in the West, with the rich 
rkets of the great cities along the U.S. Atlantic seaboard right at hand 
and easily and cheaply reached by water transportation? Why should 
Ontario, lacking coal supplies of its own, be denied free and cheap access 
ta the great coalfield’ immediately to the south but in the United States? 
Why should either country cripple the natural flow of trade north and south, 
fighting geography in an uneconomical fashion, while striving for markets 


n 


thousands of miles away? 

Is, it now admitted, almost universally, that the troubles which today 
beset the world are almost entirely of our own making, the result of our 
own blindness and stupidity, and not the fault of an all-wise Providence nor 
tne breakdown of the immutable laws of Nature? 

“Canada and the United States have set the world an object lesson for 
more than one hundred years of an undefended boundary line thousands of 
miles in extent. We have shown the nations of the world how international 
elations Should be conducted so as to avoid all physical warfare. Can we 
not also show the world, in its present time of distress, how international 


econornic relations should he governed so as to avoid economic warfare? 
Assuredly we can, if we will, And it is because we should do so that 

these announcements of the past few weeks are so welcome, so promising of 

great betterment for the peoples of both countries. And to us in Canada 


especially welcome as indicating a unity of desire and policy on the part of

Activity Of Housewife | 


Information Obtained By U.S. Bureau | 
Of Home Economics 

For each member of her family, the 
average housewife makes 18 trips a 
day to the kitchen sink, according | 
to a February issue of the American 
Journal of Home Economics. 

Each time she goes to the sink, 
the article shows, she spends, on an 
average, ‘one minute. 

Thus, the homemaker in a family 
of five will average 90 trips daily to 
the sink and will work there for an 
hour and a half, 

A photo-electric eye was used to 
help record every trip made, together 
with the time spent at the sink. The 
U.S. Bureau of Home Economics was 


|asked to make this study by the 


chairman of the committee on kitch- 
ens of the president’s conference on 
home building and home ownership, | 
and it received outside co-operation, 
An analysis of the study shows that | 
the Washington, D.C., housewives in 
whose kitchens the photo-electric eye 
was placed, spent from 88 to 152) 
minutes at the sink each day, while | 
the number of trips varied from 32) 
to 217. The reasons for such varia- | 
tions, according to the article, can | 
be determined only by more detailed 
studies. The definite factual data 
hitherto unavailable in such studies 
should make possible more definite 
conclusions as to the comparative 
efficiency of different types of kitch- 
en arrangement, Dr, Stanley says,

Robe Proved Good Mascot 


| Gift Of Maori Chief Treasured By 


British Admiral 


Admiral Sir Lionel Halsey, comp- 
troller and treasurer to the Prince of 


| Wales, told the Authors’ Club at Lon- 


don, England, of a New Zealand 
“kiwi robe which he wore whenever 
he fought in action during the Great 
War. 


The garment, a kind of kilt made} 


of flax, was given to him by a Maori 
chief when he was in command of 
the battle cruiser “New Zealand.” 
The “New Zealand” went on a cruise 
to the dominion. One chief, after be- 


ing shown over the ship, gave him the | 
“kiwi” robe and asked him to prom- | 


ise that whenever he took the ship 
into action he would wear it. 
told him that it had been worn by 
his forbears in war, but that it would 
never be required in that country 
again, 

On August 28, 1914, when the ac- 
tion of Heligoland was fought, Sir 
Lionel said he wore the robe in the 
conning tower, and he added that the 
“New Zealand’ never received a 
scratch during the fighting. 

After this the garment was looked 
upon as a mascot. On Jan, 24, 1915, 
the “New Zealand” fought the Ger- 
man ship: “Blucher,” which was sunk.

Fever Machine Is Newest Treatment 
For Certain Discases 

A “fever machine’ which treats 
disease by the power of radio waves 
to raise the temperature of the hody 
was described before the American 
College of Physicians at Montreal, 

{t is a new application of radio, 
treating disease instead 
messages, and was reported by Dr. 
Valter M. Simpon of Dayton, Ohio. 
The machine is used in treating dis- 
eases that are sometimes cured and 
often improved by producing artificial 
‘fevers’ in the body. Among these 
diseases are general paresis, a form 
of paralysis that attacks many in- 
sane persons, some forms of arthritis, 
a disease of the joints, and diseases 
that affect the bodily extremities— 
arms and legs, feet and hands, 

The fever machine is a short-wave 
radio transmitter, which “broadcasts” 
30-meter radio waves through the pa- 
tient from large metal plates,

Britain’s reputation as a centre for | 
the production of superior manufac- 


tured articles in widespread demand, | 

Of decided interest to Canadians | 
is the announcement made by repre- | 
sentatives of the Welsh tinplate trade | 
of a record order from the American | 
Can Company, operating works in 
Montreal and Vancouver, for a mil- | 
lion boxes of tinplate valued at $700,- | 
000. The firm receiving this order 
controls 20 tinplate works in South 
Wales, in addition to six iron and 
steel plants, and already the effects | 
of the contract are being reflected 
in increased activity in local indus- | 
trial circles. | 

A Manchester plant has recently | 


completed a contract for eight heavy | 
mixed-traffic locomotives for service | 
on the Chinese Government Railways 
and the locomotives, fully erected, 
have been shipped in a vessel special- 
ly equipped for such consignments. 
Locomotives of this description have | 
been supplied to China by United 
States firms in the past. 

Four oil-electric locomotives, 
largest yet produced in Europe, are 
about to be shipped from the Arm- 
strong, Whitworth works near New- 
castle-on-Tyne to South America for 
use on the Buenos Aires Great South- | 
ern Railway. 

Two engineering firms are report- | 
ed to have jointly secured a contract 
for gasoline storage tanks which are | 
to be erected at Haifa, Palestine, for 
the Iraq Petroleum Company. The 
contract, Industrial Britain reports, is 
worth £160,000 and was secured in 
the face of world-wide competition. 

From Durham county comes word 
of the receipt of orders from Czecho- 
Slovakia and Holland for coal-clean- 
ing equipment representing a total 
value of more than £40,000. 

Orders from Persia for textile ma- 
chinery to the value of £40,000 have 
been received by Lancashire firms. 
These orders follow the announce- 
ment that the Shah of Persia has 
given instructions that the machin- 
ery for a number of spinning and 
weaving mills that are being estab- 
lished in that country must be order- 
ed from Great Britain. 

Another big contract has been! 
placed by the Russian trade agency | 
with a Manchester firm for a railway | 
axle plant which is to be installed | 
by the Soviet Government with an | 
annual output of 270,000 axles. The | 
same firm has recently completed a) 
large Russian machine tools order, | 
and the latest one was obtained in| 
the face of severe competition from | 
Germany. 

A Bolton concern of machine-tool 
makers reports the successful conclu- | 
sion of negotiations with Canadian 
buyers for various types of tools 
formerly purchased from the United 
States. The order, it is stated, runs 
into thousands of pounds in value. 

Thus, in hard times as well as in 
good times, the British industrialist © 
goes steadily forward capturing or- 
ders for the provision of machinery | 
or other articles to foreign countries, | 
notwithstanding severe competition | 
from other nations.

TO STAMP OUT DEPRESSION 
| The Editor: In your issue of Feb- 
ruary 24th, Mr. Colin H. Burnell out- 
lines his plan to stamp out the de- 
pression. 


Many plans might be devised to} 
remedy the present unfortunate econ- | 
omic conditions, equally as effective | 


as the one suggested by Mr. Burnell, 

but the difficulty in each case is to 

have them adopted, 

Mr. Burnell believes that our pres- 
ent economic system is antiquated. 
By that, he states his belief in 
existence of system, and implies that 
it is obsolete, 

The system we have, 
seribed, if operated 
would bring us out. of 
Without any further 
schemes, 

Mr. Burnell’s plan commences with 
the appointment of a number of offi- 
cials, These officials would buy “cash 
tickets" for double their face val 
giving in exchange “certificate 
which would again be exchanged foi 
real cash, after stwups, bought from 
these officials for real c 
affixed to the “certificate,” raising its 
face value to six perv cent above its 
original face value, 

That charge of six per cent might 
pay the expense of the organization 
of officials, or it might not. 
present government would have to 
stand behind, with real cash. 

The present currency system would 
not be eliminated. Dominion notes 
and coins, bank notes and 
cheques would still be used, and while 
the produce seller would be glad to 
get a piece of new currency of a face 
yalue one hundre’ per cent higher 
than the price of his produce, those 
he would ask to accept the “certifi 
cate’ would be less cager to take it, 
having to purchase a stauinp to make 
it good. Business men generally 
would prefer real cash, 

If the people are so short of real 
eash, from where would the supply 
of real cash come with which to pur- 
chase the stamp? 

Mr. Burnell states that this system 
is already in operation. He might 
have quoted the opinions of those 
who have used the system. Dr. Irv- 
ing Fisher is said to have approved 
the plan, As uw matter of fact, ,t

‘fering as a solution. 

There would appear to be one real 
difficulty. When a storekeeper Was 
offered a bill to change, would ue be 
inclined to offer his customer one of 
those “certificates” as part of the 
change? Those handling the ‘certifi- 
cites’ would have to total up the 
value of the stumps aflixed each time 
to determine the present face value.

Predicts Many 
Earthquakes 


Famous Seismologist Forecasts Dis- 
turbances For This Year | 

A “rather agitated year” in the 
way of earthquakes, with especially | 
great tremblors in Alaska and the 
Greater Antilles, is the forecast for 
1933 of Dr. Raffaele Bendani, the 
famous seismologist. 

Known as “the wonder man of 
Faenza,’’ Dr. Bendani, head of tho | 
Geodynamic Observatory of Faenza, | 
is noted for the amazing accuracy of | 
his seismic and volcanic predictions. | 
He forecast, for example, a quake in | 
eastern America for early in March, | 
1925. On March 2 of that year New 
Yorkers noted prolonged’ earth 
shocks. | 

Although several important quakes | 
are foreseen for this year, in widely | 
separated regions of the earth, Dr. | 
3endani states that the movements | 
in the earth's surface will avoid | 
thickly populated regions, thus pre- | 
venting a repet tion‘of the Messina — 
and Tokyo hecatombs. 

“In February in Alaska and the 
Greater Antilles, there will be an out. | 
break that will reach the proportions | 
of an appalling manifestation,” Dr. | 
Bendani told International News Ser- | 
vice. | 

“Throughout the southern chain of 
the Andes mountains in South Amer- 
ica in March there will be sudden 
threatening awakenings of dormant 
telluric energy. 

“In April the earth will tremble in | 
far-away China, 

‘In May there will be bad news 
from Mexico.” { 

After that, he said, there will be 
some months of seismic quietness, 
when Vulcan will once more visit one 
of his most famous stamping grounds, 
New Zealand. 

“The Balkan peninsula will shake 
in September,’’ went on Dr. Bendani. 
“Finally there will be a few other 
quakes in Turkestan and India be- 
fore the end of the year.”

Scientist Claims It Has Concentric | 
Rings Like Trees | 


A method by which it is claimed to | 
be possible to determine the age of a} 
person by examination of a single | 
hair was demonstrated before the} 
convention of the International Asso- | 
ciation of Identification by Calvin 
Goddard, of the scientific criminal de- 
tection laboratory of North-Western

This is the newest 
method of scientific detection.

Late Frank J. D. Barnjum Saw 
Danger In Forest Depletion 


Frank J. D, Barnjum, who died in | 


Paris a few weeks ago, was Canada's 
foremost advocate of reforestation. 
After retiring from. active business 
about ten years ago, he set aside half 
his fortune for a one-man campaign 
to conserve the Dominion’s ‘'fast-van- 
ishing forest resources.” 

His death occurred when he was

Canada’s Tobacco faduitey 


| Cigarettes Form the Main Item Of 
Tobacco Producton 

‘The most popular form in which 
tobacco is used in Canada is in cig- 
arettes. An analysis of the tobacco 
manufacturing industry in Canada 
for the year 1931 has just been issued 
by the Canadian Government Bureau 
of Statistics. It shows that in the 
year under review the total produc- 
tion of the industry was valued at 
| $74,926,154, a decrease of 12.5 per 
| cent, compared with 1930. ‘The main 
| item that goes to make up the aggre- 
gate value of the output was cigar- 
| ettes to the number of 4,431,585,000 
valued at $42,865,121. The number is 


equal to about 428 for every man, wo- | 
man and child of the population of | 


the Dominion, and if placed end to 
end would extend approximately 190,- 
000 miles or enough to girdle the 
earth more than seven times. The 
next favourite smoke among Cana- 
dians is pipe tobacco which had an 
output of 17,075,006 pounds valued at 
$18,883,595. Cigars, with a production 
of 155,412,000 valued at $7,247,152, 
come next. Chewing tobacco, while 
| not so generally indulged in as it was 


|a generation or two ago, is by no 
means likely to pass into the discard 
for some time for the output was 5,- 
200,954 pounds valued at $4,612,085. 
The art or habit of snuff-taking evi- 
dently continues popular in the Do- 
minion as the production in 1931 was 
{926,381 pounds with a value of $1,- 
192,309. 

The Canadian tobacco industry con- 
sumed 33,969,546 pounds of raw leaf 
tobacco of which 19,006,792 pounds 
was of domestic origin. For the pro- 
duction of cigars 1,411,469 pounds of 
imported and 1,493,559 pounds of do- 
mestic tobacco were used; for the 
production of cigarettes 6,402,549 
pounds of imported and 4,899,581 
pounds of domestic tobacco were re- 
‘quired, while for the production of 
smoking and chewing tobacco and 
‘snuff 7,148,736 pounds of imported 
| and 12,618,652 pounds of domestic to- 
bacco were used. 
| Forelgn trade in manufactured to- 
| bacco is small compared with the do- 
mestic production. In 1931, imports 
of cigars were valued at $80,641; cig- 
arettes, $95,118; cut tobacco, $424,- 
| 025; snuff, $13,116 and all other 
|manufactured tobacco, $161,436. Ex- 
ports were even smaller. There was, 
|however, an export of 6,697,801 
{pounds of unmanufactured tobacco,

Garden Notes _ 


(By Gordon Lindsay Smith) 


Do not be fooled by the tales you 
hear about all seed coming from the 
Same source. There is a wide varia- 
tion in this, prices running from a 
few cents an ounce for some to sev- 
eral dollars, and all of the same 
name. Then, too, while certain varie- 
ties may give wonderful results in 
England or the Southern States, they 
may be a failure here. Reputable 
Canadian seed houses select their 
seed from those sources which turn 
out stock specially recommended to 
Canadian conditions. Naturally, if 


| they didn’t, they would not remain 


reputable very long. You may have 
perfect soil and take all your exer- 
cise with a hose and rake, but with- 
out good seed you haven't a chance. 
Remember, too, that good sced is 
grown by experts who specialize on 
one or two lines and have space sufli- 
cient to prevent bees and other in- 
sects mixing pollen and, therefore, 
strains and varieties indiscriminate- 
ly. 

When spring really arrives Canada 
enjoys the finest climate in the world 
for most vegetables and flowers. To 
get the most out of this period we 
really should start some of our veg- 
etables and flowers from sced in- 
doors, and by this method add weeks 
to the season without going to the 
considerable expense of purchasing 
starting plants. A hot bed is the best 
thing, though good results are ob- 
tained by using flat boxes in a sunny 
window. Hot beds are made in carly 
March. Get a supply of fresh horse 
manure which has been turned fre- 
quently to prevent burning. Dig a 
hole as big as the window sash you 
are to use, or build above the ground 
by a wooden frame and boards. From 
twelve to eighteen inches of manure 
well pressed down ig needed, and on 


| top of this put two inches of fine 


garden soil. Cover with glass, the 
same to slope to the south to catch 
the sun and allow the rain to run 
off, and it should be about a foot 
above the earth. The sides, of course, 
are boarded up to keep out the cold 
air. Allow the bed to heat up for a 
week and when it cools down to about 
80 degrees, sow seed in rows about 
aninch apart, watering carefully 
through a coarse piece of sacking 
spread over the soil to prevent the 
seed washing out. 

If you are using a sunny window, 
follow the same procedure, only no 
heating manure is needed, simply a 
box three inches deep with two inch- 
es of soil. Thin out when plants start 
to develop their second set of leaves, 
and when still bigger, transplant to a 
cold frame, the same as a hot bed 
only without the manure, or another 
box, and harden by removing protec- 
tion gradually until the plants have 
practically outdoor conditions. Among 
the flowers, anything that will trans- 
plant like Zinnias, Asters, Petunias, 
Cosmos, Marigolds and others so spe- 
cifed.in the seed catalogue or on the 
seed packet may be handled in this 
way and the blooming period hurried 
several weeks, while there is a long 
list of vegetables like cauliflower, 
pepper, celery, egg plant, cabbage, 
tomato and head lettuce. Some very 
early things like lettuce and radish 
can be grown entirely in the hot bed 
and will be ready for the table 
months before the stuff sown outside. 

Sweat Peas 

An early start Is essential. Usual- 
ly there comes a time in March or 
April when we can work a bit of our 
soil for a few days and it is then 
that we should plant the sweet pea 
which must get its growth while the 
weather {s cool. Dig a trench a foot 
deep and fn the bottom put a few 
inches of well-rotted manure or 
leaves, or any other decaying veget- 
able matter. Press this down well and 
add three inches of the best garden 
soil. Plant seed two inches apart and 
the same deep and as the plants de- 
velop, gradually fill in the trench 
level. This treatment encourages deep 
rooting in cool earth. Provide from 
three to five feet of climbing support 
in the form of brush, an old tennis 
net, strings or wire. A little commer- 
cial fertilizer dissolved in water and 
carefully applied so that it will not 
actually touch the plants, is also ad- 
vised, Cultivate thoroughly, soak with 
water in dry weather and you will 
have abundance of bloom from July 
until frost. Never allow the flowers 
to go to seed or bloom will cease.

The Prince of Wales is another 
citizen who thinks Beatty is “all 
right,” and His Royal Highness is 
always ready to prove it by of- 
ficiating at the launching of a 
new C. P. R. ship. 

Ordinary people respect him 
highly, and are sorry his railway 
is having a hard time. 

As a youth he wanted to be a 
judge, but Fate intervened and 
sent him a job in the C. P. R.’s 
legal department. Young Beatty 
refused to regard this as his life- 
work, but ultimately had to de- 
cide in a hurry when the late 
Lord Shaughnessy sent for him 
and asked him to be a Vice-Presi- 
dent 

Here is one version of what 
took place: 

Beatty said “No!” 

“Tom” Shaughnessy fixed the 
young attorney with a stern eye 
and exclaimed, “My God, Beatty! 
Do you want to be a mere lawyer 
all your life ?” Young Beatty 
smiled and took the job. 

Some people think Mr. Beatty 
is hard to reach and tales are 
told of citizens who wait for 
wecks for the call to conference. 
Nevertheless he is the easiest 
man in the country to talk to, 
provided you can crash the outer 
office. 

He is one of the few leading 
citizens who go in for Good Works 
in a Big Way without thought of 
publicity or praise. Not long ago 
the mother of an ex-Boys’ Home 
youth who had lost his job in the 
States, was destitute and needed 
trainfare home in despair tele- 
phoned to E. W. The Chairman 
and President of the C.P.R. came 
to the phone in person, discussed 
the case with the harassed mother, 
told her not to worry and in- 
structed the C, P. R. official 
nearest to the boy to ship him 
back to his home, paying the fare 
out of his own pocket. These 
are the things which have won 
him a reputation for kindness and 
humanity. 

He was born at Thorold, which 
Ontario people will tell you is 
situated in the Garden of Canada. 
He attended several schools in 
Toronto, and ultimately scratched 
his way into, through and out, of 
Toronto University and was called 
to the Ontario Bar, That was in 
1901 and almost at once he went 
into the C.P.R.’s law department. 
He stayed there for thirteen years 
before becoming the company’s 
General Counsel. In 1916 he was 
elected to the Board. In 1918 
they made him President, when 
Lord Shaughnessy dropped one of 
his two portfolios, Six years 
later he added the title Chairman 
to his letterhead. Since then he 
has held both jobs and has had 
plenty of worries on his hands. 

He thinks co-operative manage- 
ment will solve the railway prob- 
lem. He does more travelling 
than many _ salesmen. To-day 
you will see him in Calgary. Next 
Tuesday he will be in Montreal 
On Wednesday he will appear be- 
fore the Railway Commission in 
the Capital. On Thursday you 
can talk with him by long dis- 
tance to the Empress of Britain, 
outward bound. Wherever he 
goes he carries his work under 
his hat. When times were good 
it used to be written that he had 
the Biggest Industrial Job In The 
World. The job to-day {is pro- 
bably just as big but infintely 
more arduous. 

His continued good repute is 
largely due to the idea that has 
got about that he is honest, hon- 
orable and, taking him by and 
large, as representative o citizen 
of Canada as can be fond hbe- 
tween the two oceans,
